They were trying to ad- 
just it. "I was standing on the 
derrick floor, handing waste to the 
workers to wipe out their eyes. The '•' 
oil which was spewing 
from the 


valve," Mr. Simonds said. "When 
the valve fell back, I saw a tiny 
spark caused by friction 
of the 


metals striking, and, sensing disas- 
ter I ran from the well just a mo- 
ment before the 
explosion which 


sent showers of burning oil in ev- 
ery' direction. It seemed as though 
•I was being pursueoT by. the great 
burst'of flames, when a terrific gust 
of heat swept past me."

a national land policy in which in- 
dividualism would be supplemented 
bv social control, was made today 
by Dr. Richard T. Ely, 
Madison, 


Wis., director of Institute for Re- 
search in Land Economics and Pub- 
lic Utilities, in an address at the an- 
nual meeting of the American Rail- 
way Development Association, here. 


Such a lang policy, Dr. Ely ex- 


plained, includes regulation for the 
present and future of all those na- 
tural resources which 
we include 


under the term "land." This con- 
trol may proceed from private agen- 
cies as well as from public agen- 
cies, he said. 


"One of the difficulties • of 
the 


railways and one of the. causes of 
our recent troubles is the failure to 
deal pronerly with urban land," Dr. 
Ely declared. "Urban land includes 
terminal facilities of the railways, 
harbors, the land devoted to mar- 
keting' and merdandising in gen- 
eral. Failure to provide proper fa- 
cilities for bringing the food supply 
into New York city and distribut- 
ing it to tiie consumer exacts every 
day from the 6,000,000 inhabitants 
a toll of 15 pe rcent added to the 
cost of marketing." 


Dr. Ely also discussed the need 


for land classification and-a sound 
land settlement -program? 


'•Classification of laud should pre- 


cede land settlement," Dr. Ely said. 
''Settlers on land that is sub-mar- 
ginal for agricultural uses will nev- 
er provide business for the rail- 
ways, except perhaps the sad busi- 
ness of carrying the settlers away 
from the scene of their 
disaster. 


Classification of land is also import- 
ant from the point of view of tax- 
ation."

the ends of the east and west wings, 
on every floor. 
The roof garden 


over" the sixth floor will be partly 
covered by awning for patients re- 
quiring open air treatment. 
The 


rear part of it will be,enclosed to 
form a roof-house for use in. bad 
weather. 


Medics, who will make use of the 


hospital as a school, will watch op- 
erations through a glass ceiling. 
The two main operating rooms 
which will have a double gallery 
will be glassed over. 


To Have 300 Rooms 


Three hundred roms will -be the 


capacity of the hospital. There will 
be 12 large wards in the east and 
west-wings. Each one of these alone 
occupies half a winr. Floor lights 
in the center of,,these wards will be 
part of the modern hospital light- 
ing system. 
The floor tamps are 


like those at street intersections, so 
made to Tevent glare. 


The building is the only one on 


the campus, with the exception of 
Chadbourne and Barnard halls, to 
have elevators. Three elevators will 
be installed.

LECTURE ON AMERICAN FUR- 
NITURE 


"The present tendency in furni- 


ture is a return to the old period 
styles 
of Colonial and Post-Colo- 


nial times," said Miss Alice Jack- 
son, of the'art department of the 
Woman's club, in an address follow- 
ing the annual luncheon of the de- 
partment yesterday noon. 
During 


the luncheon the 
matter of sup- 


porting the movement -to abolish 
bill-boards 
was urged 
upon the 


members. 


Mrs. J. B. Ramsay 
announced 


through the department the perma- 
nent loan of her-classified collection 
of photographs of famous pictures 
in art galleries over the country to 
the public library. 
Miss Jackson 


in tracing the development of furni- 
ture designs from'the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries to modern times 
pointed out that "furniture cannot 
be studied without history in its 
every phase, war, conquest, com- 
merce, colonization, and the life of 
the people." 


The American revolution influenc- 


ed furniture in this country. Be- 
fore that time 
the colonists had 


imported 'the original or imitated 
the' English, French, 
and 
Dutch 
types of furniture, using pine, oak, 
beech, maple, cherry, and~cedar in 
the construction. After the revolu- 
tion the wave of anti-English feel- 
ing that swept over the country re- 
sulted in a modification of the old 
designs and ushered 
in what is 


known as the Early American, or 
Post-Colonial period. 


The Post-Colonial 
was followed 


by a period in which the Dutch in- 
fluence characterized by high-back- 
ed chairs was predominant. 


The year 1830 brought the Vic- 


torian era with its ungraceful, thick, 
and crudely -scrolled chairs and ta- 
bles, but the ugliness of this period 
did not 
compare with that of the 


Mission pariod which immediately 
followed.

this, but a Stone Age artist seem( 
to hare thought they did.

growing up in this state that is becom- 
ing an increasing- menace to peaceful re- 
lations between employer and employe? 
jJo the people of Wisconsin know that 
there is an army of sluggers and gun- 
men and secret operatives in this state 
that has become a parasite on industry 
and that is taking an alarming toll in 
money and needless industrial trouble?

HE so-called private detective agen- 
cy has become an evil of such pro- 


portions in this state that its insidious 
character must receive attention as a 
matter of public welfare. 


This legislature should not adjourn 


without taking some action to regulate 
these organizations. To that end, a bill 
has been introduced in the assembly by 
Assemblyman Thomas Duncan of -Mil- 
waukee which should be passed. The bill 
seeks to lay down rules and regulations 
which will make these private detective 
agencies responsible for their acts and 
which will put them out of business if 
they resort to practices that have char- 
acterized their procedure in the past.

HESE private detective agencies do 
little to prevent crime. As a matter 


of fact, there is but little revenue in 
the work of preventing and ferreting out 
crime. Their big field is the industrial 
spy system. They are unscrupulous and 
are double crqssers. They have been 
known to go into a factory where peace- 
ful relations exist between the men and 
their employers and stir up trouble in 
order that the employer will hire their 
guards and their inside operatives and 
strike breakers—the detective agency 
reaping a profit on every man they place 
in a factory in time of industrial war- 
fare.

HE U. S. Commission on Industrial 
Relations made an exhaustive study 


of the private detective agency evil and 
in their report in 1916 made the follow- 
ing'recommendations: 


That Congress drastically regulate or pro- 


hibit private detective agencies doing business 
in more than one state,. employed by a com- 
pany 'doing an interstate business, or using 
the mail, in connection with their business. 
, Such regulation, if not feasible, should include 


particularly the limitation of their activities 
to the bona fide functions of detecting crime, 
and adequate provision should be made for 
the rigid supervision of their organization 
and personnel. 


Industry itself is beginning to appre- 


ciate that these detective agencies are 
holding them up and that they are a men- 
ace to industrial peace. 


Roger Babson is the confidential ad- 


viser to American business men. With 
the mind of a trained economist, Babson 
diagnoses the conditions for his clients, 
the American-, business men. Here is 
what Babson has to say of the private 
detective agencies: 


There are a score or more of these indus- 


trial spy agencies at work in this country. 
They are mostly successful. They act under 
all kinds of names, which often give n0 hint 
of their real work. Immense sums are being 
paid for this kind of work by our employers. 


The work is mostly a serious blunder on 


the part of our corporation leaders. It stirs 
•up trouble where none exists. It goes" at the 
whole thing from the wrong angle. It is the 
most potent breeder of radicalism that we 
have. 
It should be frowned upon by intelli- 


gent 
employers. The 
boring from 
within 


which radical agitators are charged with do- 
ing in labor unions is a. drop in the bucket to 
the Aoring that the industrial spy does for 
money which the employer pays to these spy 
agencies. 
Furthermore, 
the 
'information' 


which the agencies furnish to employers is 
usually untrustworthy. 
They set out to find 


rottenness and if they do not actually find it, 
some make it or fake it. 
Some of the most 


lamentable, chapters in trade union history have 
been -written by these paid agents.

HIS Cossack idea in industry is re- 
pugnant to all lovers of democracy. 


To have spies in industry who are watch- 
ing men who are not even suspected of 
crime is against all ideas-of American 
eense of fair play. The knowledge among 
workers that' spies are among them only 
tends to increase the bitterness that ex- 
ists between employe^ and employe. 
. 
On this phase of the question, Prof. 


Richard C. Cabot of Harvard says: 


The labor spy promotes widesjjread and per- 


petual .suspicion. A -workman •- cannot tell 
whom to trust. He cannot by law abiding he- 
havior rid himself of the torment and degra- 
dation inherent in endless distrust of his fel- 
lows. 
Because, of the.labor spy, intense, bit- 


terness is aroused against Employers, the in- 
nocent and tho guilty alike. 


Hired to cheat the employe, the spy finds it 


profitable .to cheat his employer, too, by fo- 
menting strikes so that he may be hired.to 
break them. This is' all in the- way of busi-. 
ness for the labor spy, since he is in it only 
for -money, and would not stay loner >n it if he 
had any scruples against dishonesty. Violence 
and the work of the agent provocateur seem 
the logical outcome of any -spy system pur- 
sued for profit only. 


The remedy as I see it is light. I do not 


believe that the labor spy system can 'stand 
the scrutiny of the public. When 'the nation 
realizes what is going on it will turn to other 
and less bar! iric methods of dealing with in- 
dustrial unrest.

HE members of the legislature should 
remember that these private detec- 


tive agencies and their industrial spies 
are most prosperous when there is in- 
dustrial unrest. They WANT industrial 
unrest because it means more PROFITS 
to them. That is why these detective 
agencies have been known to go out and 
deliberately stir up trouble in order to 
be able to shake down employers when 
the strike comes. 


These detective agencies are unscrup- 


ulous. The men they employ are a 
lower order'of ex-convicts, sluggers and 
floaters. A man who has any self re- 
spect would not become a Judas Iscariot 
on his fellow workers for profit. 


It is apparent that -industrial peace in 


Wisconsin should not be at the mercy of 
these industrial Cossacks who exploit in- 
dustrial unrest and who are not making 
profits except when there are strikes and 
labor troubles. Their ability to stir up 
trouble for profit should receive the at- 
tention of the legislature and the Duncan 
bill should be passed.

perior orders of society always control, on the 
whole and in the long run, the lower orders. It 
has been a long struggle for the gentlemen 
.who control our traction system to get 
the 


concessions from the city authorities that will 
now enable the street car company to pay a 
proper compensation to those'who have risked 
their money in this enterprise and applied 
their superior business and executive talents 
in developing our transportation system. 


It would indeed have been lamentable had 


the street car company been obliged to sub- 
mit their case to the tender mercies of the 
railroad commission, especially since "Andy" 
McDonald, a railroad engineer, succeeded Mr. 
Trumbower. It would have been quite hopeless 
to have shown the commission, as at present 
constituted, the wisdom and justice of an eight 
or ten cent fare, in order to grant a proper re- 
turn to those who have invested their money 
and superior talents in our street railway. By 
the cancellation of a liability of not less than 
$500,000 the common council.has'made a grant 
from the people of Madison to the superior 
orders which really control the destinies of the 
city which will be most gratifying to 
the 


Board of Commerce, the Lions, the Roxanians 
and all the other organized forces which are 
working for the advancement of our city. 


It is also interesting to note that the su- 


perior intellectual powers which have com- 
pelled the common council (all unconsciously) 
to make this valuable grant to the street car 
company was also able persistently to thwart 
the efforts of our courts to put such a con- 
struction upon a franchise grant as- trans- 
ferred it from a resource to a crass liability. 
This street ear episode shows that our courts 
are impotent when they /render decisions cal- 
culated to prevent capital from receiving a 
proper retisrn for its use/ 


All the better elements of society in our 


city will also rejoice becaxise the action of the 
common council has removed the menace of 
municipal ownership and control of our street 
car system. It is much better to give to the 
competent men who are so admirably manag- 
ing our car line a grant of a few hundred 
thousand dollars rather than to have many 
times this sum wasted by the extravagance 
of a 
municipal car linex controlled and man-

Canada's Precious Fox 


Although 
the 
days of fabulous 
prices 


for foxes are over, the 300 odd little, an- 
imals in the 
fox exhibition" held recently 


in Toronto are valued at more than half a mil- 
lion dollars. Not one of them -would be parted 
with for less than $1,000, while many of them 
are valued at $5,000 or more. 
: 


Fifteen years ago Blake Vaunetter, a farm- 


er's boy at Georgetown, Ontario, caught a 
pair of ordinary wild foxes on his father's 
farm. Despite parental opposition he preserved 
them, and they became the foundation of the 
largest fox ranch in Ontario. Thirty-four of 
his animals were found worthy for the ex- 
hibition, and all are registered, showing they 
conform with the Mendelian process of breed- 
ing. 


The home of fox ranching is Prince Ed- 


wafd Island, the baby province of Canada. 
There, in the seclusion and simplicity preserv- 
ed by the tight little island that serves as a 
gvardian of the Atlantic coast, the art of fox 
raising—for it is an art as much as a business 
—was begun many years ago by individual 
farmers .who dug the progenitors of the pres- 
ent purest silver foxes out of their dens in the 
woods. For a long time these pioneers worked 
in secret, and it was many years before the 
world- knew, before their 
neighbors knew, 


their source of revenue or the methods they 
pursued in securing it. 
Today the industry 


flourishes 
ijn Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia, 


New Brunswick, Michigan, New York state, 
and many other eastern and western states. 
Prince Edward Island's foxes are valued 
at 


?6,000,000 and they produce in revenue two or 
three million dollars a year. Altogether there 
are 794 fur farms in Canada, of which 758 are 
fox, 12 'mink, nine raccoon, three marten, two 
skunk, four karauul sheep, three beaver, three 
rnuskrat. 


About 1910 the real development of the fox 


industry in Canada began. The knowledge thai 
the men already engaged in the enterprise 
were reaping'handsome profits from the sale 
of pelts gradually leaked out, and • a scramble 
to get possession of foundation stock became 
a veritable craze. In 1913 promotions of com- 
panies succeeded each other rapidly. The cost 
of a pair of live foxes steadily rose from 
$3,000 in 1910 to 520,000 in 1913, and during 
the heyday of the boom as muih as $35,000 
was paid for exceptional' specimens. The mar- 
ket value of a pair of live' foxes at present' 
is from $500 upwards. It is estimated that 
over 600 pairs of live foxes were • exported 
from Prince Edward Island during 19-21. At 
the last pelting season the price obtained for 
skins varied from ?100 to $650,' the average 
price quoted by dealers being $275. 


MINIATURE 
GAS 
MANUFACTURING 


PLANT 


Practical lessons are taught at the Smith- 


sonian Institution at Washington by means of 
little models. Many of these mute instructors- 
may be found at this institution. The rapid de- 
pletion of natural gas caused the Smithsonian 
Institution to build a little model of a gas- 
manufacturing plant which -would serve to ed- 
ucate consumers concerning the method and 
equipment employed in -manufacturing and de- 
livering gas for consumption in the home. This 
little faithful replica of a large gas-manu- 
facturing plant, although complete in every de- 
tail, is so small that it takes no more room 
than is afforded on the top of an ordinary 
table. The story of how gas is manufactured 
is silently told by the little model. The minia- 
ture plant, traces the reduction of coal to "gas 
house icoke" and1 impure gas. It shows how the 
ammonia, sulphur and iron impurities of the 
gas are removed. The volume of pure gas gen- 
erated by the .plant is then • measured by the 
station meter and passed oft to the large stor- 
age holder. 


The gas holder is so constructed that it 


equalizes the input and output. 
A governing 


device converts the variable intake pressure 
into a constant pressure at the distribution 
point. From the governor the gas flows into 
the street mains and finally it-reaches the var- 
ious household-consuming appliances.'
